East Menlo Park residents | 
will have their first direct bus | 
link with downtown and west | 
Menlo Park. 

East Palo Altans will have 
the same twice-an-hour bus | 
service now in effect — but | 
they’ll be riding brand-new 
buses for five cents less per 
fare. 


All of this is due to Peninsu- 
la Transit Lines’ successful ne- | 
gotiation of a contract for bus| 
service with the City of Palo 
Alto and an agreement with 
Menlo Park officials to begin 
a six-month test of an east- 
west Menlo Park route. 


Worth B. Prine is general 
manager of Peninsula Transit 
Lines which has headquarters 
at 1841 Bay Road in East Palo 
Alto. He explained the impli- 
cations of the transit changes 
for East Palo Altans this week. 

“The fares for Palo Alto 
and Menlo Park-bound bus- 
es will be reduced te 25 cents, 
a five-cent drop,” he said. 
“And fer these aboard Palo 
Alte-bound buses, there’ll be 
free transfer to all ether Pa- 
lo Alto routes.” 


In addition, there will be two 
free transfer points between 
Menlo Park and Palo Alto. One 
will be located at Willow Road 
and Newbridge Street where 
Palo Alto Route 3 will meet 
Menlo Park route 17. | 


The other will be located at 
Willow and M: addbe? ield “Roads 
where there'll de a junction of 
Menlo Park route 17 and Palo!

Prine noted that the east- 
west Menlo Park link is on 
a trial basis with subsidy 
guaranteed by Menlo Park 
for that time.

Other teachers employed 
during the summer worked on 
expansion of the seventh and 
eighth grade science instruc- 
tion guide. 

The district's physical edu- 
cation guide for classroom 
teachers also was revised. 
This is to help classroom 
teachers know what exercises 
and games are appropriate to 
various grade levels, and 
what materials are available 
in the district for physical 
education. 

The district’s geography ma- 
terials and instruction book for 
fourth through seventh grades 
also was revised. 

The district has been prepar- 
ing its own geography instruc- 
tion book, Fisher said, but to 
get it reproduced in a large 
enough quantity so that it can 
be tested in other districts as 
well as here, it has been ne- 
cessary to enlist outside finan- 
cial aid. 

Fisher said that the federal 
office of education of the de- 
partment of health, education 
and welfare will perhaps pro- 
vide help in the field tests. 
Help of a private foundation 
previously had been sought. 

Still another project concern- 
cerned itsclf with the keying 
of mathematics teaching ma- 
terials for all grade levels to 
the course outline of the dis- 
trict. This has become neces- 
sary, Fisher said, because of 
the “open ended” nature of the 
district curriculum. 

He pointed out, however, 
that the district must make 
certain allowances, High 
schools don’t give credit for 
a half-year of algebra, though 
a student might achieve that 
level in elementary school. 
The district’s “levels” pro- 

gram also needed some back- 
up material, the curriculum di- 
rector noted. Hence, some 
teachers were assigned the task 
of figuring out the actual level 
of achievement of pupils, in 
various subject areas. 

A related project was de- 
scribed by the curriculum di- 
rector as that of “keying” lan- 
guage materials to the levels 
program.

Bus Service Needs 
To Be Advertised 


Menlo Park city council last week agreed to subsidize 
a bus route in Menlo Park. 


Well and good. Whether or not anybody uses the bus, 
there should be one available for those who cannot use 


private transportation. 


But setting up the new route and assigning a schedule 
won't miraculously make the bus line a paying proposition. 
What’s needed — and this is a reiteration, not a brand new 
thought — is some sort of advertising to the effect that there 


is, in fact, a bus line. 


Signs designating various corners “bus stops” would be 


a help. 


Benches where customers could wait would be another 


help. 


Printed schedules — either posted at bus stops or at 
least available through the Chamber of Commerce or some 


other central agency —also will help people keep the fact 
that there’s a bus available in mind. 


Buses and other forms of public transportation aren't 
real moneymakers at the present time but this picture prob- 
ably will change. Sooner or later, a large number of pres- 
ent-day automobile drivers are bound to wake up to the fact 
that their present transportation is too costly. 


The board of supervisors has 
agreed to calls for bids for a 


new health and welfare plan 
for the county’s some 2300 per- 
manent employees. Under the 
proposed program, the county 
will pay the full costs, as com- 
pared to a $5 per month con- 
tribution in the past few years. 

Meeting conditions as they 
exist in private industry, the 
board decided it was time to 
bring the county policy up to 
that standard. The new pro- 
gram will still give employees 
the option of purchasing cover- 
age for dependents as their 
own expense.

Statistics show that 91 per 
cent of all employees in the 
Bay Area have health and wel- 
fare plans paid by employers.

Affairs of State: 


Pesticide Control Bills Get 
Study by Legislature Unit

More than a century ago the 
best-selling “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” sparkplugged the aboli- 
tion of slavery. 

Last spring another best- 
seller, ‘Silent Spring’,, trigger- 
ed a sweeping investigation of 
the dangers to human and ani- 
mal life caused by use of mod- 
ern chemical bug killers— 
‘pesticides,” to use the tech- 
nical term. 


The grim fact was spotlight- 
ed that once again human in- 
genuity had come up with a 
method of improving man’s en- 
vironment and increasing his 
food supply which also carries 
a built-in hazard of maiming or 
killing innocent beings. 

As a result, several bills 
were introduced in our regu- 
lar session last spring, pro- 
posing changes in our exist- 
ing California system of con- 
trolling pesticides. All were 
referred to committee for in- 
terim study. The Senate Fact 
Finding Committee on Agri- 
culture recently held a two- 
day hearing on these bills. 

Spokesmen for the state de- 
partments of public health, 
agriculture, and fish and game 
testified as to the magnitude 
of the problems involved, and 
as to their experiences with 
them. Others who appeared 
were growers, and representa- 
tives of chemical manufactur- 
ing firms. 

Before the witnesses testi- 
fied, the committee was told 
that the purpose of the hearing 
was to determine if additional 
state law is needed. U.S. Sen- 
ate hearings on federal angles 
have been held, but the respon- 
sibility of the state government 
is greater, because it must 
exercise the primary police 
power in the field. 

A public health department 
doctor told the committee that 
pesticide poisoning of human 
beings has become an impor- 
tant health problem in Califor- 
nia. Physicians’ reports of such 
cases total between 800 and 
1,100 per year,and the rate has 
doubled in the past ten years. 


Deaths from such poisoning 
average about ten per year. 
About half of these deaths oc- 
curred in non-farm families, 
though only about 13 per cent 
of pesticides are used off the 
farm. Children account for 
many accidental deaths. 

The department recommend- 
ed more intensive research 
into how pesticides affect man 
and his environment, and 
tight control of known danger- 
ous pesticides. 

The head of the depart- 
ment of agriculture said that 
his agency has been testing 
food and feed samples for 
injurious chemical residues 
during the past 30 years. 

It has done more of thi. 
work than any other govern 
ment unit in the world, includ. 
ing the federal bureaus. In 
the last full year, almost 9,000 
tests of food products and ani- 
mal feeds were made. With 
more staff, about 20,000 sam- 
ples will be examined this next 
year. 

The department has tested 
and registered almost 16,000 
different pesticides for sale in 
the state Of these, 19 have 
been designated’ as harmful, 
and require special permits for 
use. 

Pest control operators are 
now licensed under state law, 
1,446 of them last year. Cali- 
fornia farmers, who use more 
pesticides than any others, 
strongly support effective con- 
trol laws. 

Natural resources and fish 
and game spokesmen said that 
pesticide chemicals in one 
multi-state survey, were found 
in three-quarter of the ani- 
mals and fish studied. They 
have been found in all species 
from fresh and saltwater fish, 
through waterfowl and upland 
game birds, to rabbits and 
deer. 

Once started, a chain of 
chemical poisoning may extend 
from animals to mankind, it- 
self. 

Further hearings are plan- 
ned for the future on this sub- 
ject. 
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Plans Viewed 


in recent years is expected to 
be present Dec. 5 at 9:30 a.m., 
when the board of supervisors 
holds a hearing on the contro- 
versy over allocations for the 
county fair-fiesta. 

A “rebel” group of flower 
growers and garden clubs has 
requested the board of super- 
visors to withhold 40 per cent 
of state allocations from the 
recognized fiesta so _ these 
groups can stage their own 
show. 

This idea was killed almost 
immediately when District At- 
torney Keith C. Sorenson told 
the board it would be illegal 
to hold two fairs. He said the 
state fair laws permitted only 
one recognized fair that could 
be eligible for state money. 

The board must decide 
whether it wili continue to 
recognize the established fair 
or the new organization known 
as the San Mateo County Gar- 
den Center. 


The garden club leaders have 
made many charges against the 
fiesta board in the matter of 
management and expenditures. 
So far the two groups have re- 
fused to get together. 

Supervisor James V. Fitzger- 
ald insisted on a full public 
hearing to settle the battle. 

Both sides have been assured 
that all issues will be brought 
into the open so a decision can 
be reached Dec. 5.

‘DISCRIMINATION’ 


Editor, the Recorder: 

We have been reading a lot about discrimination in 
the news the last year as its affects the Negro people, but 
I wonder if the general public is aware of the discrimination 
that is being practiced in our public eating establishments 
in the area. 


As an example, my wife and I and another couple went 
to a restaurant in Menlo Park for a meal. We were shown 
toa table and asked if we wanted a cocktail. As none in the 
group drank, we refused. We were left at the table and the 
same waitress came back two more times and wanted to 
know if we wanted cocktails. Then we were left a while 
longer before the waitress reutrned to take our order. 

Wouldn't it have been better for the management to 
have put a sign on the door stating that you are not wel- 
come unless you drink? It would give the public a much 
clearer understanding how they conducted their business 
and who they wanted eating there. 

At another time my wife and I went into another res- 
taurant with a group. Practically the same procedure was 
followed except the waitress understood what the word 
“No” meant the first time. She took our order, but came 
back and said they were out of nearly everything the group 
had ordered. We reordered and when the food came, the 
orders were so mixed up it was hard to tell what you were 
getting. 

Has restaurant management and help fallen so low that 
they have forgotten there are many people who don’t drink, 
but go out to eat good food? Is it there idea to make it so 
obvious that you are not wanted unless you drink? My 
suggestion to those who don’t drink is to avoid restaurants 
with bars in connection so that you can avoid the embar- 
rassment that comes when you refuse a cocktail. 


It seems to me that it would be well for the general 
public to give more serious thought to this matter of alco- 
holism as it affects each person’s pocketbook. The general 
public, whether they know it or not, is paying for the results 
of alcoholism in trying to rehabilitate the drinkers of this 
nation. The public and private agencies that are for the 
alcoholics of this country are waging a losing battle, as there 
are more problem drinkers being made every day than there 
are those who are being cured. 

In the United States there are 70 million drinkers. In 
that 70 million are five million problem drinkers and one 
million chronic alcoholics who have gone beyond the point 
of no return unless they receive some outside help. Rather 
than trying to encourage drinking, should we no lend our 
efforts to discourage the liquor habit and not create any 
more problem drinkers and chronic alcoholics?
